The war news this week have 
been all our way. The German 
offensive has not only been 
stopped but u most successsful 
couuter offensive has been car- 
ried out. The Germans have 
lost over 20,000 men in prisoners 
alone and large numbers of 
guns and quantities of war 
material. The allies are still 
making progress but the’ re- 
sistance is stiffening steadly, 
possibly to permit of an order- 
ly retreat being carried out. 

Lutest reperts are to the ef- 
fect that the army of the Crown 
Prince is practically trapped in 
the’ Soissons salient, and the 
allied forces threaten to cut 
off. Should this occur it-would 
prove a staggering blow.to the 
Germans, from which it is 
doubtful it they would ever re- 
cover,

Remove gristle, 
bone and excessive fat and pack di- 
rectly-into-jars;—Fill_-with the gravy 
from the frying pan—if theré is 
much of it boil it down to about half 
its volume. Add one teaspoonful of 
salt for each quart of meat, place_the 
rubbers and tops on the jars, screw 
down lightly, set. on the rack in the 
boiler, having the water in the boiler 
come to within an inch of the tops 


of the jars, cover the boiler closely | 


and cook for five hours after the 
water begins to boil. Remove the 
jars, tighten the tops and invert to 
test for leaks. If you have a steam 
pressure. canning outfit, it is only 
necessary to leave the jars. in for 
three and a half hours at five pounds 
pressure, or for two hours at ten 
pounds pressure. 

Pork may be canned in the same 
way as beef, but an equally good 
method of preserving fresh pork is 
to slice and fry it almost as much as 
you would for immediate use. Have 
a small stone ¢rock or jar washed 
and scalded, and as you take the 
meat from the frying pan put it in 
the crock, pouring some of the fat 
over it. Keep doing this until all the 
meat you want to put/ away is fried, 
but be sure to have the top com- 
pletely covered with fat; this makes 
a perfect seal. When you begin to 


forget to pour back some melted 
fat after each cooking or the meat 
left exposed will spoil very quickly. 

The canning of chicken may not 
be of so much interest just at this 
time of the year, but there will no 
doubt be a-lot of surplus cockerels to 
kill off this fall, and while the mar- 
ket will be good, it is rather im- 
portant to have some canned for 
The following-is a very 
good method: Kill the fowl 
draw at once. Wash earefully. 
cool, cut into pieces and boil until 
meat can be removed from the 
bones. Pack the meat in glass jars 
with the liquid which has been boil-

|Salvage Ships 
Sunk By U-Boats 


407 ‘Vessels Recovered~by “Admiralty 
Department Since January 
‘ 1915 


From January, 1915, to the end of 
May, 1918, 407 ships sunk by the 
Germans in British waters have been 
salvaged, according to details of the 
work of the admiralty salvage de- 
partment, made public in the press. 

Up to December, 1917, 260 ships 
were recovered. In_ the present 

ear to the end of May, 147 have 

een salvaged, the increase . being 
due to improved methods. 

Among the difficulties encountered 
has been the emission of poisonous 
gasses from the rotting cargocs of 
sunken ships, which sometimes have 
caused the loss of lives. One salvage 
ship was torpedoed while working on 
a wreck, while sometimes the work 
of weeks is destroyed by the rough

Tn the interest of conservation and 
increased production, I would be very 
much obliged if you will allow me 
space in your paper, to call the atten- 
tion of campers and fishermen who 
anticipate camping trips into the 
mountains, to the very serious danger 
of forest fires during the present season, 
If the present dry, warm weather con- 
tinues, we will undoubtedly have with" 
in the next few weeks a situation un- 
equaled during our experience in 
protecting the forests from fire. In 
addition to the'necessity of preserving 
existing and prospective stands of 
merchantable timber and forest cover 
which isa primary factor in regula- 
tion of stream flow on the prairie, we 
have this season in the mountains 
many thousands of- head of cattle, 
horses and sheep utilizing during: the 
Summer months the mountain range 
wherever available. Should firesoccur 
therefore, there is not only the dane 
of stock being destroyed but what is 
almost as importment, the range 
which 1s at present sustaining this 
stock would be. destroyed, necessitat- 
ing their immediate removal~back to 
the prairies. It will readily’ be seen 
therefore that the immediate results 
of forest fires would be nothing short 
to disastrous. 

All prospective campers are most 
urgently requested to co-operate with 
usin protecting the forestfrom fires. 
A great mamy people do not realize 
how easily a fire may get started. The 
following fundamental rules should 
always be observed. 

1. Select the barest and most opén 
spot available for your camp-fire, and 
clear it as far as engi iad of all com- 
bustible material. 

2. Never leave camp even for a few 
minutes without putting out your 
camp-fire completely. 

3. Never drop lighted matches or 
tobacco inthe woods. 

4. Should fire occur, do your utmost 
to put it out‘and do not delay to notify, 
the nearest forest ranger or rancher.
